The Greek forces are alleged to 
number 100,000, whereas in ity the only 
efficient portions of the 3 numbers but 
40,000 soidiers, although A advices make 
it appear that in calling out reserves King 
George has made a requisition upon bis sub- 
jects for 40,000 men, The Grecian army is be- 
ing rapidly mobulized. 

The war fever still runs . in Servia, 
and active prepartions are on to enforce 
Servia's demand for an extension of territory. 
English, French, and Austrian firms have been 
tendered contracts by the Government to sup- 
ply complete outfits fur 25,000 troops, and all 
the contracts have been allotted; also one for 
35,000 horses. The Lander bank war loan has 
been raised to $7,000,000. 

A dispatch from Sophia says: The populace 
are fleeing. Rumors are Gi nt that the 
Servians have crossed the fromtier. The Gov- 
ernment has telegraphed to Philippopolis en- 
treating Prince Alexander to return. A tele- 
gram from Nisch says that the Servian War 
Office has given contracts for 6,000,000 Kilos of 
corn.

Waldemar, who will be 27 years old this month. 
He is about to be married toa French Princess, 
but there is little chance that either she or he 
will ever reign in France. Therefore it is de- 
sirable to give éclat to the alliance by provid- 
ing the young people with another throne, and 
it happens opportunely that a vacancy can now 
be made on the throne of Bulgaria. The pres- 
ent incumbent, Prince Alexander of 
Hesse, has mortally offended the Great 
Powers by his action in annexing Eastern 
Roumelia without asking their permission. He 
has forgotten that he was a puppet and bas 
acted as though he werereally a King. What- 
ever may be the fate of the Bulgarian union, 
Prince Alexander must be disciplined, and the 
most probabie form of punishment is dethrone- 
ment. - His throne is wanted for Prince Walde- 
mar, despite the denials from Pan- Slavist 
sources. The rumor is general and persistent 
at St. Petersburg that the young Danish Prince 
will soon succeed Alexander as the King of 
united Bulgaria. The King of Den- 
mark is known to have great influ- 
ence over his son-in-law, the Czar, 
and it is positively asserted by certain 


1 well-informed diplomats that the former has 


secured from the Czar the reversion of the 
Bulgarian throne for Prince Waldemar. The 
Czar has now been visiting for several weeks 
at the court of his father-in-law, and there bas 
been ample time and opportunity for perfect- 
ing this arrangement. It is natural to suppose 
that King George of Greece is also thoroughiy 
in favor of providing a throne for his brother, 
Prince Waldemar, and recent events in Greece 
exactly fit this theory. There was a probabil- 
ity that Turkey and the Powers would accept 
the Bulgarian union, under Alexander’s 
rule, asa fait accompli. This would not suit 
those who are seeking Alexander's throne for 
Waldemar. To prevent it, it was necessary 
that theré should be real or pretended out- 
breaks in the western and southern portions 
of the Balkan Peninsula. These would cailfor 
the intervention of the Powers to prevent a 
general conflagration in European Turkey. 
Then, when it was found that everybody 
would be pacified by the deposition 
of Alexander and the elevation of Waldemar, 
that change could easily be made. This 
program seems now to be in process of fulfill- 
ment. The lead has been taken by Greece and 
Servia. Either of them could be crushed by 
Turkey, but their simultaneous action, to- 
gether with fears for the peace of Albania and 
Macedonia, demands intervention. Many inter- 
ests would be served by the elevation of Prince 
Waldemar to the Bulgarian throne, and it is 
quite possible that this may be, at least for the 
present, the solution of the whole problem. 
PLANS FOR SETTLEMENT. 

Meanwhile the diplomats are playing their 
cards closely. According toadispatch from 
Berlin, Germany, with the approval of Austria, 
Russia, and England, bas proposed ina plan 
for the settlement of the Bulgarian question 
that the following principles be observed: 

1. That the Greek and Servian demands be re- 
ected 


2. That Turkey be advised to complete her mili- 
tary preparations so as to be ready to interfere in 
the event of Greece and Servia moving to enforce 
their demands. 

3. That the union of Bulgaria and Roumelia an- 
der Prince Alexander, the latter avowing the sov- 
ereignty of the Sultan, be recognized. 

The pill which Turkey will have to swallow 
will be gilded in the shape of a promise by the 
Bulgarian Government to pay an annual trib- 
ute, in order to make it less bitter. Among 
military men and the Turkish population there 
is a strong feeling of disappointment that 
troops were not, on the receipt of the news of 
the rising, at once sent into Roumelia to sup- 
press the movement. The feeliug on this point 
is so strong that I should not be surprised if 
popular discontent were to assert itself in a 


more forcibie manner than fortunately it has 


done so far. 

Mr. Gladstone has written to M. Emile Louis 
Victor Lavelaye, the well-known writer on po- 
litical economy, as follows: “I favor the Bul- 
garian union, but trust its present territory 
will not exceed its present limit, because I fear 
@isastrous competitions between the great

difficulties surrounding it. I see that Bulgarian 
union, excellent in itseif, may produce innu- 
merabie evils.” 
DEVELOPMENTS. 

Maj. Trotter, a British officer who has just 
visited Bulgaria and who is personally ac 
quainted. with Prince Alexander, has had a 


very interesting conversation with his High- 


ness. The latter gave his word of honor that 
he was utterly ignorant of the movement 
which was going on in Eastern Roumania 
until at Varna he received an offer to govern 
the two provinces. This he had accepted in 
order to avoid bloodshed and anarchy, which 
his refusal must have entailed. He assured 
the Major that he would always remain a 
faithful vassal to the Sultan and strictly carry 
out his obligations. Maj. Trotter was in- 
trusted by the Prince with messages to this 
effect for the foreign Ambassadors and the 
Sultan’s Government. 

The Bulgarian Government has agreed to the 
proposal of the British Government, that it 
should purchase the Rustchuk-Varna Railway 
Line for 44,500,000 francs. The proposal was 
adopted with the knowledge and consent of ail 
the Deputies. 

The commission for the delimitation of the 
frontier between Turkey and Montenegro, 
which suspended its operations Sept. 30 at the 
suggestion of Prince Nicholas of Montenegro, 
has resumed its labors. 


KARL L, KING OF ROUMANIA. 


King 12 peas 7° N timo of his election 


as ruler of Roumania was known as Prince 
Kari, was crowned King March 27, 1881. The 
first ruler of Roumania was Col. Couza, who 
had been elected Lord of Wallachia and Mol- 
davia in 1859 and who assumed the govern- 
ment under the title of Prince Alexander John 
I. The revolution of 1866, however, forced 
him to abdicate, and led to the election of the 
present incumbent. Roumania comprises the 
principalities of Moldavia and Wallachia ana 
has an area of 48,272 square miles. It is 
bounded on the north and west by Austria, on 
the east by Russia, and on the south by Bul- 
garia. The principal city ‘ot Roumania is 
Bucharest, which has a population of 222,000. 
The total population of the district is 5,300,000, 
who, almost without exception, belong to the 
Oriental faith. The principal agricultural 
products are wheat, maize, rye, barley. oats, 
millet, ana tobacco. The grapes grown in the 
district are excellent and the vines are cele- 
brated for their exuuisit flavor. {the tm .

THE RESTLESS SIOUX. 


THEY ARE CHARGED WITH DEPREDATING 
IN DAKOTA AND WYOMING—THE MATTER 
TO BE LOOKED INTO—BELIEVED TO BE A 
SCARE. 

OmaHA, Neb., Oct. 12.—[Special.|—Today 
Gen. Howard received a letter from Division 
Commander Gen. Schofield of Chicago which 
may develop an interesting state of affairs rel- 
ative to the Sioux Indians in this military de- 
partment. For some time past there have 
been complaints that the Sioux Indians of the 
Pine Ridge and Rosebed Agencies have been in 
the habit of leaving their reservations and 
committing extensive depredations in the ter- 
ritory surrounding those points. These al- 
leged depredations have been committed in the 
newly-opened country of Dakota and Wyoming. 
Most of the settlers have been in the region 
but a short time and are just getting 
a start in life. These depredations, such as 
cattle-killing, horse-stealing, bay-burning, etc., 
annoy them ‘keriously, it is alleged, and to such 
an extent that they desire the protection of the 
Government from the foragers. Just tow 
many Indians there are on the expedition, or 
exactly what they are doing, the advices do 
not state. Itis understood that these com- 
plaints have been coming in for some time, 
from a variety of sources,and that the Gov- 
ernment is determined to sift the matter to 
the bottom. Gen. Howard has telegraphed 
to Maj. Duwees of Fort Robinson to thoroughly 
investigate the complaints and make a report 
thereon as soon as possible. It is impossible 
to adjudge how much credence to attach to the 
reports, as the least movement of the Indians 
excites the greatest apprehension at all times 
in the exposed districts. Three weeks ago a 
band of about 200 Ogalalla Sioux, under Amer- 
ican-Horse, of which only ninety were bucks 
and the remainder squaws and children, left 
Pine Ridge Agency on a pass from Dr. McGilli- 
cuddy, the agent, to pay a friendly 
visit to the Arapahoes and Shoshones, 
near Washakie, Wyo., 300 miles distant. The 
party was accompanied by three of the reru- 
lar Pine Ridge Indian police and one of the in- 
terpreters. All talk of hostilities on the part 
of this band is the sheerest nonsense, as Indi- 
‘ans, when out on the warpath, do not take 
their families and tepees, as did these. They 
beguiled the long march by frequent stoppages 
at forts, villages, and trading-posts, where 
they exercised the usual Indian propensity to 
beg, and for purses of small cash and provis- 
ions would amuse the settlers with Omaha 
dances, as the Gioux call their war-dances. 
The whole journey has been most peaceable, 
the Indians taking no indulgence in even the 
smallest pilfering. It may be that the people 
of Washakie misapprebend the purpose of 
their arrival, but it is believed here that Satur- 
day’s alarming telegrams to the Eastern press 
were designed as such, without reference to 

the truth.

able Today. 
Notwithstanding the Bad Omen the 
Republicans Say They Will 
Sweep the State. 


Startling Charges of Corruption Against 
MoLean—The Prohibition Vote 
Will Be Light. 


Crx RAT. O., Oct. 12.—|Special. |—Rain 
has fallen steadily all day and the prospects for 
fair weather tomorrow are not promising. This 
is an unfortunate circumstance for the Repub- 
lean ticket, as it is a well-known characteristic 
of Ohio elections that when there is good 
weather the Democrats are invariably snowed 
under, while on inclement days the Republican 
stay-at-home element always causes a marked 
falling off in the vote. The Republicans in 
Hamilton County, however, never made a 
more determined fight than this campaign, 
and with tonight the preparatory work 
is practically completed. The contest 
will begin at daybreak tomorrow, and 
it is fair to predict that it will be the bitterest 
witnessed in this city since the War. Last 
night eight Democratic repeaters from Balti- 
more and 120 from Washington arrived, besides 
a steady stream of importations from Louis- 
ville and other points in Kentucky and Indiana. 
All of these fellows are armed with certificates 
stolen from the registry books, the blanks be- 
ing filled out, etc., but the poll-books will not 
correspond with them, and right here is where 
the Republicans hove to be able to get at the 
frauds. During the week of registration over 
8,000 blanks were stolen by the Democrats and 
are now in possession of their repeaters. Many 
of these will vote, for the utmost vigilance will 
not avail against the bordes that have been 
poured into the city. The Baltimore gang are 
strikers who have done yeoman work for 
Boss Gorman and Higgins, and many ot 
them will find a temporary residence in the 
Ohio penitentiary if the police can be prevailed 
upon to do their duty. This is doubtful. The 
torce is controlled by the infamous Democratic 
commission and the officers bave been in- 
structed to do all in their power for the 
success of the Democratic ticket. Never has 
the gang that has almost ruined Cincinnati 
had more complete sway, and therefore the 
odds are against the Republicans. Unfort- 
unately, there is no Marshal Wright or Deputy 
United States Marshais to see that there is a 
fair election.

HOW THOSE GERMAN DELICACIES ARE 
MADB. 

San Francisco Chronicle: San Francisco pos- 
sesses a number of important bread-making 
establishments. The ordinary reader undoubt 
ediy knows something in a general way about 
the baker’s art, but in a cosmopoiitan city 
there ure about as many varieties of the staff 
of life as there are nationalities. The pretzel 
is pecuiiar to the German table, and perhaps 
the Process of preparing it is less familiar in 
this country than that of any other article of 
food. Flour, yeast, water, and a great deal of 
salt are the sole ingredients of which the dough 
out of which the pretzel is evolved is composed. 
It is tough and heavy, and after haying 
been weli kneeded is placed in great heaps on 
along tablein front of the workmen. They 
grab it up by bandfuls, roll it out in long, thin 
strips, and then curl and tie it up into the queer 
shaves in which it makes its appearance in 


beer saloons and on cheap lunch counters. A 
journeyman baker is expected to make one 
pretzel every two seconds. After it has as- 


rack in the middle of the room. Rack after 
rack is thus fliled, and they are piled one above 
another. Each one contains 100 pretzeis. A 
thousand are generally prepared for the oven 
before the bak begins. The ovens are of 
R

wholesome for this reason. N 
Then comes the most singular part of the 
process. Racks charged with pretzels are 
dipped in a weak solution of lye, the effect of 
which is to give to their surface a bright and 
giossy appearance. After being thickiy 
sprinkled with salt they are ready tor sale. 
that are intended for shipment or to be 
kept for some time undergo an additionai 
process. They are placed Ina steam-box, and 
remain there for two or three hours. This sort 
ofcure makes them proof against mold or 
sourmmg tor months. One ot the greatest pe- 
culiarities of pretzels is their salty taste, and 
they conduce to the greater consumption of 
beer. But so much salt is used simply for the 
purpose of preventing them from becom 
stale. They area favorit part of the rations 
Prussian army.

No Disturbances of a Serious Nat- 
? ure Occurred at St. 
Yesterday. 


The Besiness. Men Hold an Indignation 
Meeting and Condemn the 
Strikers. 


Railroad Brakemen Quit Work—Knights of 
Labor Assembly—Ooal- Miners’ 
Troubles Items 


Sr. Lovrs, Mo., Oct. 12.—Speeial.—OwWIng 
to the strong manner in which the street-cars 
are garrisoned very few disturbances occurred 
today. About half the usual number of cars 
are running and each one is guarded by half a 
dozen officers. At daylight this morning the 
Broadway tracks were found obstructed by 
large iron water-pipes and refuse building ma- 
terial. Large torpedoes are being placed in po- 
sition to do damage. and to prevent this the 
railway authorities send men out to patrol tne 
tracks and pick up the torpedoes. There is quite 
a collection of the explosives at police head- 
quarters. There was a stormy mass-meeting 
uf the business-men this morning. The iead- 
ing mercbants of the city were present and the 
genera! sentiment of the body was that there 
should be no temporizing with the mob. Capi- 


talists and bankers like John D. Perry and W. 
B. Thompson said the merchants of the city 


should not recognize any such organization as 
the Knights of Labor, and that if there was 
any reference-to the order in the report the 
committee appointed to investigate the troub- 
les was about to make it should be stricken 


out. This was carried and the following re-

WHEREAS. It appears that the principal differ- 
ence between the street-railroad managers and 
their employés seems to be that the managers base 
their .estimates on the actual number of hours 
worked, excepting that allowed for meais, while 
the employés seem to base their estimates on the 
time of commencing work in the morning until the 
time of quitting at night, allowing no credit for the 
time they lay off during tha day; and 

WHEREAS, It seems that the street railroad 
companies are unwilling to treat with any organi- 
gation other than their own employés; therefore, 

Resolved, By the business-men of St. Louis in 
convention assembled, that the street-car employés 
are advised to treat directiy with their employers, 
and that the municipal anthoritieg are hereby re- 
quested to protect life and property and protect 
the street railroad companies in runui their cars 
according to law and their respective charters.

Resolutions denouncing the strikers as guer- 
rillas and revolutionists were also adopted.

The committee went at once to the city-hall, 
where they met Mayor Francis and explained 
their object. His Honor held that ne was af- 
fording the companies all the protection they 
desired. If they refused to run cars it was 
because their employés would not take the 
risk. Police were on every car ready and will- 
ing to do their duty. In regard to the killing of 
a rioter by a police officer last Friday atter- 
noon,” said the Mayor, some of the papers 
have tried to make it appear that the officer 
was guilty of a wanton murder. I have ex- 
amined personally into this matter and think, 
from what I could learn, the officer was merely 
performing what be considered was bis duty. 
The comment upon the authorities m regard 
to on ling out the militia is entirely uncalled 
for. There is no organized mob in this 
city. The trouble bas taken the char 
acter of 4 guerrilla warfare. A crowd 
gathers at a po nt, overturns a 
car, and runs away. The militia could do no 
more to prevent this thing than can the police. 
Wherever any gathering bas taken piace the 
police have dispersed it, and there never was a 
crowd in the city at any time last week that 
the police did not successfully disperse. In 
regard to your resolution, gentlemen, I desire 
to express no opinion. We are doing what we 
think best, and if you gentlemen desire to 
assist us you can do 80 by enrolling yourselves 
as special policemen. We have made a call 
for 500 men, and only seventy-five men 
have so far responded. The streét-car drivers 
and Knights of Labor have offered their serv- 
ices as special police, but we do not want them 
and will not enroll them or anybody connected 
in any way with the street-car lines or inter- 
ested in the strike. We feel that we are abie 
to cope with the trouble in it8 preeent propor- 
tions, and in asking citizens to come forward 
we desire only to prepare for an emergency.” 

The etrikers assembled at the Turner-Hall 
early this morning and organized a meeting. 
which was in session all day. It is not known 
what they will do next, and Caspar Heep, Sec 
retary of the Knighbis, refuses to say anything. 
Their policy seems to be to weer out the com- 
panies. Telegrams from Pittsturg, New York, 
and Chicago are pouring in on the Executive 
Board advising it not to give way and to con- 
tinue the struggle at all hazards. When 
the strikers were informed of the 
action of the business-men tbey again 
went into executive session, and from the 
tumult inside it was evident that the passions 
of the men were wrought to the hivhest pitch. 
Stragglers who came out said the worst was 
not over by any means, and St. Louis would be 
taught a lesson that abe would not forget for 
years. It is said that counter resolutions of an 

inflammatory character, denouncing capitalists 
and corporations, were adopted; 

The cars were nearly all withdrawn again to- 
night, and both sides are waiting tue crisis, 
which is believed to be approaching. 

The intense feeling on both sides is shown 
by the following violent language of one even- 
ing paper on an opinion of u morning contem- 
porary: 

We doubt the propriety of any further attempts 
on the part of business-men, merchants, or other 
classes of citizens to arbitrate between the strikers 
and their late em ployers.—Globe- Democrat. Exact- 
ly, you bloodthirsty wretch. Call out the militia 
and shoot the poor laboring-men down. They bave 
no business to be poor. They have no right to 
ever see their wives and families. Their chiidren 
have no right to go tothe pubiic schools. These 
are for rich people, whocan buy their little ones 
plenty of books and lots of fine 
clothes. Callout the militia and shoot down the 
poor men who dare toask for more wages or less 
hours’ work. Hire hoodlums to commit breaches 
of the pe.ce as an excuse to call out the militia 
ard shoot down innocent strikers. Don’t try to 
settle matters by reason—do it by buliets. Who 
cures for the lives of poor men? There are plenty 
of poorer men to take their places on the cars. 
Shoot! kill! anything! that the street-car monopoly 
may make siaves of theirmen. These ure the 
spirit and the thinly-veiled utterances of the 
organs Of the bloodthirsty street-car monopolists. 
It is time the business-men were turning their uat- 
tention to the incendiary organs instead of the 
strike. ‘hey should be muzzied at once. The 
busineéss-men can do it. Let them act speedily. 
All means should be employed to end the matter 
peaceably. No one should stand technical ques- 
tions of propriety. Every means to secure a 
peaceable settlement should be resorted to. Only 
snobs and bioodtbirsty monopolists stand on dig- 
nity in such emergencies as the present. The 
dusiness-men's meeting should be continued in al- 
most constant session until a pea@eabie settlement 
is reached.

The body will be carried from its 
present resting-place by a body of prieste, ac- 
companied by others, who will chant the 
office for the dead. The body will be taken 
from the palace to the cathedral through the 
rear door of the former, which communicates 
with a covered way leading to tne cathedral. It 
was almost midnight before the building was 


fully draped. 

The door of the episcopal residence was sel- 
dom closed for any length of time today. 
Clergymen began callme at an early bour. 
Nearly all of them were from cburches in the 
city or neighboring communities. Clergy- 
men from a distance are not expected de- 
fore Wednesday, and those who come wiil, it 
is expected, take part in the funeral ceremo- 
nies. A number of Protestant ministers aiso 
called at the Cardinal’s late residence, Sisters 
ot Charity watch over the body. The watch to- 
day was kept by nuns and by Miss McCloskey 
of Cincinnati, Mies Mullen and Mrs. Cleary of 
Washington, and Mrs. John Kelly of this city— 
the four nieces of the Cardinal. The remains 
were watched in the same manner tonight. 
Tomorrow and Wednesday night the remains 
wili be watcbed by a guard of honor selected 
from St. Vincent de Paul's Society and the 
Papal veterans. Thursday’s program bas not 
been completed yet. The Rev. Father Kelly 
will be master of ceremonies and during the 
funeral services the Rev. Father Lammel will 
have charge of the chancel. 

A DISPLAY OF CLERICAL POMP. 

Notbing to compare in cierical pomp with 
the procession that will march Thursday morn- 
ing from the Episcopal residence through 
Fiftieth street to Fifth avenue and thence to 
the cathedral has ever been witnessed in this 
country.

THE SURVIVORS OF THE BARK NAPOLEON. 

The survivors of the crew of the wrecked 
whaling bark Napoleon of New Bedford were 
also taken aboard the Corwin. The crew con- 
‘sisted of thirty-six officers and seamen. After 
it was ascertained that the vessel was in a 
sinking condition four boats were manned with 
nne men in each; there being scarcely 
time to get them lowered from the 
davits and no time to procure provisions. 
The boats remained together one day and night, 
but during the flerce gale and while enveloped 
in fox the second day they separated.

$1 and the poor seamstress in yonder attic, 
who is stitching her life away, but who loves 
Christ with her whole beart, may give us $10 
from her hard-earned wages. It seems un- 
just, but it isn’t. We must dear in mind who 
keeps the books. 

I don’t want to hear any one here say. I 
have done my share.“ Don't try to do just 
your sbare, but do your utmost Some say 
this is only aspasm. If so, then Methodism 
needs a great many spasms. We must fight to 
conquer; and conquer we will. 

“This conference, he said, has done no- 
bly. It bas shown a bigger increase in its con- 
tributions this year than ever before in Its his- 
tory. Nor is that all. It has shown a bigger 
increase than any conference in the whole Na- 
tion. There are but $414 short of a $6,000 in- 


crease over last year; and now we want you 
ministers and these people present to raise this 
to the 86.000.“ 

Contributions were then received ranging 
from $100 down to $5. The amount was soon 
raised. Mr. McCabe then said: Now we have 
$24,000 from the Rock River Conference for 
this year’s contributions. Suppose we make it 
$25,000?" And they did. Another $1,000 was 
raised, and this year’s contributions from this 
conference were $25, 000. 

This morning’s session ef the M. E. Confer- 
ence was devoted to brief addresses from Dr. 
Ridgeway in the interests of the Garrett Bibli- 
cal School and Dr. Cummings in behalf of the 
Northwestern University. An effort is being 
made to raise $30,000 for a memorial hall in 
connection with the Biblicailinstitute. Presid- 
ing Elder Hitchcock of the Chicago District pre- 
sented his annual report. The Eider's term 
has expired, this being bis fourth report. 
H reported that bis district contained 
forty-one 
that all were spiritually in most ex- 
cellent condition, not a member having 
been expelled during his term of four years.

presented his report for the Rockford District.

This afternoon was devoted to the. anni- 
versary of the Freedman’s Aid Society. The 
Rev. Joseph Wardle of Freeport delivered a 
rousing speech. Dr. Gray, Correspunding Sec- 
retary of the society, was then presented and 
made an eloquent address, disclosing some 
starting tacts. He said that there were 
3,000,000 illiterate people over the age 
of 21 in the United States, and 
that there was an increase of illiterates 
to the alarming number of 400,000 between 1870 
and 1880. He said that nearly halt of the - 
literates were mothers. “Think of it,“ said 
the speaker, 3.000, 000 illiterate people almost 
within the sound of wy voice. lam not talk- 
ing of India, of the Cong®é, or ot Africa, but 
of American citizens. The Freedmen's Aid 
Society in the South is trying to implant among 
this class of civilization a Christian education. 
It ia not the mission of the society to iabor 
among the biacks alone, but among both 
blacks and whites who do not know a from 
„b.“ The speaker said he attended services at 
a colored church in the South. where 
the preacher was trying to prove 
that Jesus was a little bit of a 
man and not a great man, as some supposed. 
He proved this by the Scripture and by the 
Savior’s own words, for, said be, the Lord says, 
Lo, I am.“ This illustrates the ignorance of 
even those who pretend to instruct the people. 
Mr. Gray said that inside fifteen years there 
would be more colored than white people in 
the coast States from the Potomac River to 
Texas. Inside of seventy years there will be 
more colored people in this country than the 
present white population. The truth must be 
taced—the colored man is becoming a unit. He 
is created of bis ballot, on the railway- 
train be is told to go into the smok- 
ing-car, and at the tbeatre he is sent 
into the upper gallery. These conditions have 
had a tendency to make the colored man keep 
apart and by bimself. This it is that is forcing 
the colored man to become a social, political, 
religious unit; and these people are going to 
be in the majority in this country. That ma- 
jority will ruse, and our offices will be filled 
with illiterate men unless we puso this work 
of educating the great illiterate masses. This

The American Bible Society issued the last 
year over 1,500,000 copies, representing 202 dif- 
ferent languages and dialects. It visited last 
year by its agents over 1,000,000 families in the 
United States, finding 83,622 families destitute 
of Bibles, incurring in the prosecution of this 
work the expenditure of $619,882, while the re- 
ceipts were nearly $32,000 less than the ex- 
penses. It recommended that all pastors 
preach on this subject and take collections in 
this interest. A fact not generally known is 
that this body was the first organization to 
move President Lincoln to abolieh slavery.

Financial Questions in the County Board 
AbstractsForfeited Bonds—Oity- 
Hall Notes, 


The Council met last evening, Ald. Camphell 
in the chair. 

In his veto of the bridge ordinance, which 
was read immediately after the usual prelim- 
inary business, the Mayor stated be bad given 
careful consideration to the ordinance, and 
that he returned the same to the end that cer 
tain modifications of the ordinance as passed 
might be made. When the existing ordinance 
in regard to the bridges was passed it was beld 
by the Supreme Court to be a fair and equita- 


_ble adjustment of the two conflicting rights— 


that of navigation and that of croseing the river. 
The time would come when the commerce 
would have a resting place in the outer barbor 
and the bridges would not be turned. Until 
this greatly desired comsummation they must 
make the best of the circumstances, and while 
affording the people ail absolutely necessary 
relief from the delays at the bridges, they 
must not go so far as to delay navigation, 
which is at present forced to use the river and 
its branches. His objection to the ordinance 
passed was that it was not reasonable and did 
not discriminate wisely as to hours. 

After giving his opinion as.to the proper 
times to open and close the bridges the Mayor 
submitted an ordinance embodying all the sug- 
gestions in detail. It specifies that no tridge 
across the main river, nor across the South 
Branch from the main river to Harrison street, 
noracross the North Branch at Kinzie street, 
shall be opened between 6:80 and 8 o’clock a. 


m. and 5 and 6:30 in the evening; bridges over 


the North Branch from Kinzie street, exclusive, 
to Halsted street, exclusive, and across the 
South Branch from Harrison street, exclusive, 
to Halsted street, inclusive, and all others not 
named, to be closed between the hours of 6:30 
and 7:30 a. m. and 5:30 and 6:30 p. m. 

The vote by which the ordinance was passed 
was reconsidered. 

Ald. Young moved to pass it, the veto not- 
withstanding. He said the only way to “re 
deem the West Side and the North Side, and 
make property there as valuabie as on the South 
Side, was to close all the bridges permanently. 
The people wanted relief, and demanded. it. 
The vesseimen would prefer to anchor 
of the mouth of the river, and 
the coal and lumber men would 
save money by adopting the lighter system. 

Ald. Wethereil defended the veto. He could 
not believe Ald. Young was in earnest. 

The motion was not agreed to—yeas 14, nays 
18—Whelan, Dixon, Sanders, Appleton, Sho- 
rey, Drew, Clarke, Wetherell, Sheridan, 
Mahony, Garnor, McNurney, Bond, Simons, 
Campbell, Ryan, Noyes, Mauvierre. A motion 
to suspend the rules to pass the ordinance sug-. 
gested by the Mayor was lost, and the docu- 
ment was sent to the Commiitee on Harbors 
and Bridges. 

The Commissioner of Publie- Works sent in 
estimates for the following bridges: Jackson 
street, 8298. 450 (less $63,850 for viaduct over 
railroad tracks), $229,600; Taylor street, $3802,- 
500 (less $40,900 for viaduct), $261,600. 

The Corporation Couusel appeared in refer- 
enee to the Monear mandamus matter, and read 
an opinion on the case concluding as follows: 
** While the court refrained from exercising 
its power to compel these things to be done 
and to issye a peremptory mandamus, which I 
desired to avoid as casting somewhat of a re- 
flection upon your honorabie body, it will un- 
doubtedly issue the mandamus unless appro- 


“priate action be taken by you at this meeting.“ 


Ald. Manierre referred to the conduit ord- 
nanve passedin 1882, saying it was rumored 
that the underground company had granted 
the privilege of using their credentials without 
the consent of the Council, and given to others 
permits obtained from the Commissioner of 
Public Works to open streets; and, although 
they got their franchise without cost, charged 
the city $10,000 for the use of the conduits. 


He offered an order airecting the Law Depart- 


ment to cause an inquiry to be made as to the 
facts bearing upon the violation of the 
provisions of the ordinance, and to take such 
action toward the forfeiture of the franchise 
as the nature of the evidence would warrant, 
with the view.of obtaining from the city the 
privilege of using the conduits without cost, 
and to secure the money paid by the city for 
such privilege. Aid. Cullerton opposed the 
order, wanting it to go to a committee with a 
letter from the company which he presented, 
claiming the right to use the space under the 
sidewalks. It was passed. 

Ald. Colvin presented an order, which 
was passed, for a count of the ballots 
cast in tne Sixth Ward for Alderman, 
the work to be done by the Committee on 
Elections, who were directed to report at the 
next regular meeting. 

Ald. Lyke banded in an order instructing the 
— — of Fire-Alarm Telegraph to 
send an estimate for liziting with electrici- 
ty the river from the mouth to Harrison street 
on the South and Kinzie on the North. Re- 
ferred to the Committee on Fire and Water. 

An ordinance was passed requiring all fines 
imposed through the agency of the Illinois Hu- 
mane Society under the city ordinances to be 
paid into its treasury. 

Ald. Campbeil submitted an ordinance au- 
thorizing an electric-lighbt company to lay a 
conduit in State street, between Madison and 
Monroe, and in the alleys in the blocks bound- 
ed by those streets and Dearborn and Wabash 
avenue. It failed to go through, lacking two 
votes, and was referred. 

Aid. Laber presented an order requesting 
the Corporation Counsel to report whether the 
Council cannot compel, by ordinance, owners 
of vacant lots where water “mains should 
be laid to pay for them for the 
benefit of others who reside on the streets but 
who cannot get water by reason of said owners 
refusing to build up their property. He said 
there was $1,000,000 in the water fund which 
should be used to extend the water system. 
Why was it hoarded up? ‘The Treasurer drew 
interest on it. The standing of his bondsmen 
should be inquired into. 

The order received only five votes, and went 
to the Committee on Judiciary. 

An ordinance was passed turning Vernon 
Park over to the West Park Board. 

The Council then adjournec. 

NOTES. 

There were 199 deaths in the city last week, 

decrease of ten from the preceding one and 
of one from the corresponding week last year. 
Of the decedents 92 were under 5 years of age, 
51 of them underl year. Diphtheria carried 
off 18, typhboid-fever 10, scarlet-tever 7. con- 
sumption 22, convulsions 11, pneumonia 6, old 
age 8, and accidents 4. There were 20 deaths 
in the Fifth Ward, 27 in the Sixth, and 26 in 
the Fourteenth. The annual rate per 1,000 of 
the population was only 16.42. 

City-Attorney Washburne received another 
batch of forfeited bonds from Clerk Meer of 
the North Side Police Court yesterday. George 
Hankins is surety on ninety-seven and M. C. 
McDonald on twenty-seven. The fines due 
from persons arrested in gambling-houses 
amount to $1,330.

SUBMISSION OF TBE ELECTION LAW. 
There will be a general feeling of satisfac- 
tion with the action of Judge Prendergast 
yesterday in making an order on the County 
Clerk requiring that officer to prepare the 
necessary blanks and tally-sheets for the vote 
on the new City Election law in November. 
The previous order for the submission of the 
law of course stands unrevoked, and, as 
Judge Prendergast’s last action completes the 
formalities, it is now definitly established 
that the measure will be presented to the 
people in an orderly and legitimate manner 
according to the terms of the act itself. The 
prudent course taken by Judge Prendergast 
at last deserves general acknowledgment. It 
was not in his power todefeat the submission 


entirely, but if he had refused to issue the 


order on the County Clerk the election would 


have taken place in a disorderly manner and 


given rise to needless disputes, scandals, and 
controversies. The action taken, however, 
makes it certain that the new law will be 
submitted to the voters in November decently 
and in good order. 

Tun Tax has been outspoken in con- 
demning some of the previous steps taken by 
Judge Prendergast in this matter, but it de- 
sires to be equally frank in admitting the 
propriety of his final decision. His position 
was one of considerable embarrassment 
owing to the fact that the so-called test cases 
had passed technically out of his control, but 
had not been decided in the court above. It 
may be contended that Judge Prendergast 
ought not to issue any order on the County 


‘Clerk while the matter is pending in the 


court above; but thisis the merest quibble. 
The act provided that the submission should 
take place with or without the proper blanks 
and tally-sheets, but it rested with Judge 
Prendergast to say whether the vote should 
be taken in a regular and orderly manner or 
not. In. giving the sanction of the court to 
the proceedings and presenting the issue to 
the people in the proper method, Judge 
Prendergast made a decision that calls for 
general approval. 

The question of election reform is now 
squarely before the voters of Chicago, and 
the next step is for them to declare their 
will, A more important local issue has never 
been presented to the people of this city. It 
involves the question of self-government and 
“home rule” as against fraud, false elec 
tions, and subversion of the popular will. 
The new City Election law is modeled on the 
plan of the New York statute which proved 


| so effective in overthrowing Tweedism and 


suppressing gang rule; it aims to extirpate 
election frauds root and branch and secure to 
every citizen the right to cast an honest bal- 
lot and have it fairly counted. It is not a 
matter of theory; its provisions have stood 
the test of actual trial in other large cities, 
and they are commended to the people of 
Chicago on the score of their satisfactory 
operation elsewhere. ‘The safeguards of the 
new law will commend themselves to the rea- 
sonable judgment of the people. On the 
other hand, the law will of course be opposed 
by the old hunkerism” which regards every 
measure of progress or reform as necessarily 
invalid. 

It would be a great mistake for the people 
to adopt the new law and at the same time 
select a narrow, technical, quibbling attor- 
ney to sit in judgment on itin the Supreme 
Court. It is a matter of prime importance 
to fill the vacancy in the Supreme Court with 
abroad-minded Chicago lawyer who will 
have intellectual scope enough to take in the 
whole case and decide it according to sub- 
stantial justice and the needs of public policy 
rather than petty technicalities and quibbles. 
If the people will adopt the new Election law 
by an emphatic majority and brace up the 
Supreme Court by the addition of a Judge of 
the right stamp, they may be assured that 
cheating, false counting, and ballot-box stuff- 
ing will soon be brought to an end and a new 
order of things established in the elections 
and municipal government of Chicago. 


GARLANU’S LAME DEFENSE. 

Garland’s letter to the Rresident in regard

all who were inclined to justify him and hold 
that there was nothing in his private inter- 
ests that need prevent the performance of an 
important public duty.

SECRETARY WHITNEY’S “ BUSINESS 
PRINCIPLES.” 

The Brooklyn Union, a mugwump paper, 
which did a good deal towards the election of 
Mr. Cleveland, and which has done a good 
deal since in the way of bolstering up his Ad- 
ministration, is at last experiencing a re- 
markable illumination, and is giving the pub- 
lic its ideas of the reform Administration 
from its new point of view. In one of its re- 
cent issues it devotes ftself to Secretary 
Whitney and exposes the humbug of the 
„business principles“ about which he made 
such a clamor when he took the portfolio. 

About four months ago, according to the 
Union, the Secretary made a clean sweep in 
what was called the political departments of 
the Brooklyn Navy-Yard, and all the Repub- 


‘lican foremen were removed to carry out the 


„business principles.” Then the Secretary 
announced that he was going to visit the dif- 
ferent shipyards of the country, examine the 
systems under which they were managed, 
pick out-the best of them and introduce it in 
the navy-yards. How Mr. Whitney succeed- 
ed in his investigations the Union thus re- 
ports: 

The first step in Mr. Whitney’s “system” 
was the appointment of a board for the exam- 
ination of candidates for master foremen. 
There is no pretense that the board selected 
the best men from among the applicants, and 
there is both positive assertion and presumpt- 
ive proof that the board had its instruchons 
as to Who were to be found qualified for ap- 
pointment. In any case it was a mere pass ex- 
amination which the board conducted, and not 
one in which comparative merit had any place 
at all. The next step was the employment of 
workmen, not even aiter selection by the fore- 
men, but simply on the;recommendation of the 
Democratic ** bosses”’ of New York and Brook- 
lyn. The statement is made on competent au- 
thority that of 700 men added to the navy-yard 
pay-roll as first-class mecbanics, the vast ma- 
jority would find it bard work to get in private 
empioy a third-class place. In short, employ- 
ment in the construction department of the 
navy-yard as a skilled workman is given on 
the recommendation of the - Democratic 
patronage committee of New York and brook- 
lyn, and not because of any special experience 
or ability. 


Commenting upon business principles of 
this unique sort the Union says: Mr. 
Cleveland’s Secretary of the Navy has judged 
it wiser to be solid with Hugh McLaugh- 
lin and Hubert O. Thompson than to 
earn the approval of those who #tand for 
business principles in public administration. 
As a contribution to the work of reform it is a 
sham of the most transparent kind.“ Let us 
see. Was it not Mr. Cleveland who said the 
other day, when he and ex-Civil-Service Com- 
missioner Eaton were swapping taffy: 

The reference in your letter to the attitude 
of the members of my Cabinet to the merit 
system established by the Civil-Service law, be- 
sides being entirely correct, exhibits an appre- 
ciation of bonest endeavor in the direction of 
reform and a disposition to do justice to proved 
sincerity which is most gratifying. 

The Union expresses a hope that the ac 
tion of Whitney may engage the attention of 
Cleveland, but is there nota little circum- 
stance that stands in the way? There is to 
be an election in New York this fall and 
workers in the navy-yards can be made very 
effective when they are manipulated by Mc- 
Laughlin and Thompson. Whitney himself 
is very much interested in the result, and he, 
as well as Manning; has publicly announced 
that he is going home to vote. It has also 
come to light that the President is much in- 
terested in this election, even to the extent 
that he would like to see Mr. Davenport de- 
feated, and Mr. Whitney says that he, the 
President, will also go home to vote. Under 
such circumstances is it not too much to ex- 
pect that the President will interfere with 
Whitney’s peculiar idea of business prin- 
ciples”? When will the mugwumps get 
their eyes open and realize that Democrats 
have no system of business principles in pol- 
itics except as they tend to elect Democrats? 


DECLINING INTEREST RATES. 

The inertness of the money market is one 
of the interesting features of the present 
period of increase in business and specula- 
tion. We have had a bull market for stocks 
for three months, and yet call loans in New 
York are 1 to 2 per cent. They have risen 
to barely 3 per cent once or twice, but did not 
stay at that level long. During the boom 
period of 1879-’81 6 per cent was common, 
and the strain was often so great that brokers 
refused to take orders for stocks to be carried 
on a margin. Total sales of 500,000 shares 
in a day were of frequent occurrence, and at 
times the transactions rose close to 1,000,000 
shares. Everybody was rushing to the stock 
market, and all the funds that could bee 
seraped together were wagered either direct- 
ly on the list or on some scheme conuected 
with the street.” The people have learned 
a great dealin regard to such things since 
that time, and the consequence is that the 
present bull market isa comparatively tame 
affair. Still it is somewhat of an oddity to 
see so large a surplus reserve in the New 
York banks as $40,000,000 at a time when 
the disposition to buy is as strong as it is 
now. 

There has been a well-sustained advance in 
nearly all the leading commodities, but the 
rise in interest rates averages the country 
over a fraction of 1 per cent, almost too small 
to be worth reckoning. The tendency of 
loans on realty is in the other direction. 
Large sums have recently been placed in New 
York at 4 per cent, and the Emigrant Indus- 
trial Savings Bank has established 44 per 
cent as its standard. Cities borrow in antici- 
pation of taxes at 1 to 8 per cent, and a 3 


per cent basis for States is not uncoimmon. 


Good bonds issued by States, cities, and even 
private corporations are eagerly bought on a 
8, 4, or 5 per cent basis, though they run 
many years into the future, showing that 
capitalists consider the low rates on the best 
securities permanent. As to the savings 
banks and insurance companies, they are 
having more trouble than ever to place their 
funds at profitable percentages. They hold a 
good many railroad bonds and municipal issues 
which will mature before long, and when 
they are renewed it will be at lower rates. 
There is no prospect whatever that there will 
be any such increase in corporate enterprise 


as @ result of this revival of business as there 


their products that they would not otherwise 
have had. In a few years a road pays for 
itself several times over perhaps. The man 
who bought the bonds has as good as given 
the farmer a certain amount of wealth. So 
far from being destroyed, the capital orig- 
inally put in has created other capital, and 
the ultimate effect on the rates of interest is 


much greater than if the original funds had 


been kept at the money centres of the coun- 
try. This is one of the best illustrations of 
the way the resistless decline in the returns 
of capital goes on. 

This tendency will hereafter be more 
marked in the West than elsewhere, because 
there is a larger field for development. The 
decline from 10 per cent to 5, 4, and, in some 
instances, 2}¢ per cent in Chicago in the last 
decade is familiar enough. Dakota already 
borrows at less than 6 per cent, and there is 
a quick demand for securities offered by 
towns, counties, and school districts in re- 
mote parts of the new country. The growth 


of banking facilities will greatly promote the 


movement in the West. In the Hast the 
rates will from present points fall very slowly, 
as New York has frequently in the last two 
or three years been below London, and the 
conditions of life there are becoming more 
and more like those of the European cities. 
In Massachusetts capital has been cheapened 
by the abolition of the double tax on mort- 
gaged property—perhaps fully 1 per cent. 
There was a decrease of over 1 per cent in 
the average received on the investments of 
the Connecticnt fire-insurance companies 
from 1871 to 1880, but the shrinkage since 
that timo has been much less rapid. 

The situation in England challenges par- 
ticular attention. The proportion of reserve 
to liabilities in the Bank of England is at the 
very low point of 83 per cent; yet the di- 
rectors have not yet considered it necessary 
to raise the discount rate, which is now 2 
per cent. This indicates that the supply of 
outside funds is very large, and that, after 
the first requirements for moving the crops 
are satisfied, they look for a return flow into 
their vaults. The Bank of England rate is 
evidently a good deal of a fiction. Nominal- 
ly At is never reduced below 2 per cent, but 
nobody supposes that the directors refused all 


applicants for loans at a lower figure during 


the last summer. They would have had very 


little business {f they had taken that course, | 


for there were times when the rate in open 
market was only a quarter of 1 per cent a 
year—something entirely unheard of before. 
It is apparently going to be much harder than 
usual to secure the usual autumn rise in the 
rate this year, as business has started up lan- 
guidly in England. There is more of a dis- 
position than ever among the English and 
Seotch to invest in this country, particularly 
in Western cattle ranches. 
GLADSTONE-PARNELL ALLIANCE. 

Following the announcement made in TE 
TRIBUNE'S cable dispatches last Sunday that 
Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Parnell had entered 
into an alliance comes Lord Randolph 
Churchill’s manifesto, in which he practically 
throws over the Parnellites who helped him 
and his party to power a few months ago. 
Churchill’s address fully corroborates Tar 
TRIBUNDP’sS Sunday dispatch, and if further 
confirmation were needed it could be found 
in the interview with Mr. Parnell, published 
in these columns contemporaneously with 
the cablegram referred to. 

The so-called alliance between the Tories 
and the Parnellites was an unnatural one 


and could not last. The only thing in com- 


mon between them is that both are led by 
comparatively young men. The Tories are 
stupid, narrow, and retrogressive. The Par- 
nellites are clever and progressive. The 
Tories have consistently opposed, and they 
now oppose, every measure of relief de 
manded by the people of Ireland. They are, 
in the main, responsible for all the oppress- 
ive laws under which the Irish people suf- 
fer or have suffered. They have been the 
champions of rack-renters and evictors when 
they have not been evictors and rack-renters 
themselves. A continued alliance between 
two such discordent parties as Tories and 
Parnellites was impossible, and no one knew 
it better than Mr. Parnell. He used the 
Tories’ greed for office merely to revenge 
himself and his countrymen on the Liberal 
party for submitting to the dictation of 
Whigs like Lords Spencer and Hartington in 
the administration of Ireland. By the aid of 
the Tories the Irishmen drove the Liberals 
from office. In entering into an alliance 
with Mr. Gladstone they propose to drive 
the Tories from office. But Mr. Parnell will 
move cautiously. Should the Liberals have 
too large a majority—a majority exceeding 
the number of his own followers—the Whigs 
might again assert themselves. in the coun- 
cils of the party to the obstruction of his 
Irish program. He will try to keep the 
parties as nearly even as possible. 

Lord Randolph Churchill has keen discern- 
ment, and having discovered that he could 
not rely on the Irishmen he has appealed to 
the other side. He speaks to the English 
public for the first time in a month to pro- 
claim that the union which nature as well 
as policy effected must endure, and that 
the administration of Irish affairs must not 
only be just but fürm.“ The Irish 
know by this time what Tory “ firmness” 
and justice mean. There is no other 
course left for them now but to aid their real 
friends, the Liberals, to dislodge Churchill 
and his fellow Tories from power. Mr. 
Gladstone has been a sincere friend of Ire- 
land. Party exigencies or the rashness of 
the Irish may have caused him to adopt a 
policy which made him seem to be other- 
wise. Level-headed Irishmen have recog- 
nized this. At the great Irish meeting in 
this city a few weeks ago Judge Moran 
courageonsly acknowledged Mr. Gladstone’s 


services. By entering into an alliance with | 


Gladstone now, though the alliance may not 
be a very close one, the leader of the Irish 
people at the same time will make acknowl- 
ed@inent of benefits conferred and advance 
the interests of his countrymen for the 
future.

In the 
eyes of the law getting drunk isacrime. It is 
more of a crime when the person so becoming 
intoxicated is a policeman and is supposed to 
bein a certain sense the guardian of pub- 
lie morality. This man was appointed 
to office, among other things, for the 
purpose of keeping people from ger 
ting drunk, or, if they did commit this of- 
fense agaiust the public good and the general 
welfare, to see wat they were properly bun- 
ished, Instead of doing so be committed the 
offense of getting drunk, and while in this con- 
dition assaulted one of the sex which his in- 
stinots as a gentieman as well as bis duty as an 
officer specially required him to protect. In 
the eyes of the President we are to conclude 
that a double crime is tess heinous than a single 
one. That is to say, reasoning from analogy, 
if a man breaks into a house for the purpose of 
burglary, and finds it necessary to kill the 
man of the house, the killing is loss atrocious 
because the man was already engaged in a 
criminal! process. The plain moral in this case 


is, that if a man wishes to commit a crime for 


which be may have to ask executive clemency 
the proper thing for him to do is to “fill up” 
first. 

There has seemed to be something mystert- 
ous about the way in which Police-Lieut. 
Mullen of Cincinnati was pardoned while serv- 
ing out a sentence tor a grave offense against 
the election laws and the personal liberty of a 
hundred or two voters. But the latest oxer- 


else of the pardoning power gives us new light 


on the subject. Mulien must have been drunk. 
Of course, according to the logic of the Presi- 
dent, this was a mitigation of the offense that 
followed. Because the facts as to his guilt 
were s0 overpoweringiy apparent that Mr. 
Mullen's attorney entered a plea of guilty and 
the Judge on the bench was so far from under- 
standing and entering into the President's 
feelings on the subject that he actually severe- 
ly lectured the uniortunate man, and only 
wished that the law gave him the power to 
make the sentence more severe. 

In. view of this action of the President, the 
many good friends of the Hon. Joseph Chester- 


feld Mackin will greatly regret that the noted 


ballot-box stuffer is a man of sober babits. It 
would greatly simplify matters if they coufi 
work on the President’s gentie and kind beart 
by showing conclusively that Mr. Mackin at 
certain times and in certain places last fall was 
inan intoxicated condition. Unfortunately, 
Mr. Mackin, although habitually consorting 
with men who did drink, was not a drinking 
man, at least to the extent required by the 
President to constitute a proper subject for 
the exercise of the pardoning power.

Mackin, by long association with dispensers of 
red paint and gentiemen who were in the habit 
of making Rome bowl, at last, in some mysteri- 
ous way, tecame imbued with the same charac- 
teristics, and was a bowling Roman himself at 
the time he undertook to elect a United States 
Senator? Of course we do not intend to assert 
that such was the case. This is merely a hint 
thrown out to the President when he finally 
comes to act on the case of Mr. Mackin.

London, Oct. 12.— Via Mackay- Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. — The correspondent 
eon versed with many Irish priests, who 
had been attracted to Kildare by the confer- 
ence of the Archbishops and clergy with Mr. 

The priests generally expressed little 
enthusiasm or friendsbip for the aspirations 
for Irish national independence. 

Mr. Parne l arrived at the Cork conventién 
today from Kildare shortly after midday, ac 
companied by Messrs. O’Brien, Dillon, and 
He was received by the Mayor and a 
erowd of citizens. On his way through the 
city he was the object of an enthusiastic re- 
ception. Some anxiety at the result of the 
convention was felt by the Nationalist leaders, 
as a rumor was afloat that the candidates would 
scramble for the seven seats. Mr. Parnell 
beld a preliminary conference at the Victoria 
Hotel with the leading representatives, when 
‘the long list of candidates was discussed, and it 
was decided to leave the choice to the free 
action of the convention, outside of men who 
were recommended by the Parliamentary party. 
They were Mr. Leamy and Dr. Kenny, Mr. Par- 
nell's feilow-prisorers at Ki:mainbam, and both 
names were warmly received by the confer- 
ence. The convention was held in the aseem- 
bly rooms, about 800 lay and clerical delegates 
being present. On Mr. Parnell's entrance the 
delegates rose and gave him Cead mille 
failthe.” The business began with a short 
speech from Mr. Parnell, urging the 
importance of unity and of the selec 
tion of the dest men without regard 
to local feeling. The delegates listened with 
evideut sympathy. The nominations then be- 
gan. Each candidate present signed a pledge 
to yote and act with the Irish party. Most of 
names were adopted by acclamation. Toward 
the close of the proceedings there seemed to 
be the prospect of a struggie between the local 
men for the remaining seats, but the evident 
sense of the assembly was 80 ciearly mant 
tested in each ease that the whole seven nom.

Mme. Modjeska’s Mary Stuart is so, delicate 
and lofty en impersonation that no wiser 
choice could have been made for ber opening 
night at the Columbia. Ite highest charm is 
the atmosphere of aristocracy with which she 
invests it—the rare and yet unconscious 
exhibition of bigh breeding which makes the 
possessor dignified amid humiliations that 
would debase lower natures, and which com- 
peis a sweet sympathy where the misfortunes 
of common spirits could excite nothing but 
pity. Genius alone cannot give to an artist 
the keen perception of the higher pbases of 
caste; for the gift implies in one who 
exercises it an inberited sense of refinement 
and a spiritual kinship with what is noble in 
life. The Charles I. of Henry Irving and the 
Mary Stuart of Mme. Modjeska both breathe 
the faint but perceptible aroma which in 
r@mance and poetry, and even in 
history itself, clings to the chivalrous 
but weak and unfertunate line with whose ex- 
tinction died the last lingering glory of the 
feudal uge.

GEN. GORDON REPLIES TO FERD WARD. 

The ‘ollowing is published from Atlanta. Ga., 
this morning: Gen. John Gordon, being asked 
concerning the recent disclosures made by 
Ferdinand Ward in connection with the 
Belmont coal-mine transaction, says: “The 
Belmont coal mines are situated in 
Jackson County, Alabama, and were 
owned and operated by a company composed 
of mx brothers, Eugene and Walker Gordon, 
Gov. Co quitt, and myself. We had operated 
this mine successfully, and the returns each 
month showed an excess of the receipts. We 
needed money to derelop the mine, and to as- 
certuin the real value of the property we en- 
gaged Mr. Eugene Zimmerman of Cincinnati 
to come down and inspect it. Mr. Zimmerman 
is the most skillful expert in this business in 
the country. Mr. Zimmerman gave us a 
written opinion deciarmg that the mine 
ought to pay good interest on over $1,000,000. 
Iwentto New York soon aiterand carried 
with me this opinion. I met Gen. Grant and 
at bis request went down to the office of Grant 
& Ward and conégulted Ward and ; oung Grant 
about it. They agreed to take $100,000 of 
bonds, which were to he a mortgage on the en- 
tire property. These bonds were to bear 6 per 
cent interest. We agreed to give Grant & 
Ward full control of the mine, although they 
owned only a minority of the stock. 
Ward’s brother was sent down to examine 
the mine. He reported favorably upon it, 
and the firm of Grant & Ward then paid over 
the money, which was every cent used in de- 
veloping the mine. The mine turned out a 
losing uffa:ir, as a man was placed in control of 
itwho knew nothing of the bus ness. I re 
signed the Presidency of the company, as I did 
not &pprove of this man’s management. About 
that time I needed money and I borrowed 
$18.000 from the Marine Bank. I did not get 
the money on the indorsement of Grant, 
Ward & Co., but on my personal note and 
those of my associates. As security we 
gave $300,000 of stock in the Belmont Coal 
Company. Soon after I borrowed this money 
Ferdinand Ward sought to purchase our stock. 
He continued bis offers until the $18,000 feil 
due at the Marine Bank. It was not conven- 
jent for us to pay the money theu. We had 
lost faith in the management of the mine, and 
bad, by our own contract, rel:nquisbed ali 
rights in the management. We agreed to let 
Grant, Ward & Co. take the entire stock in con- 
eideration of paying the $18,000 we owed at the 
Marine Bank. They were perfectly willing to 
do so, and thus our business relations ceasea. 
That is the whole story.

Pleas and Gives Ten Days to 
Answer. 


Points on Which the Decision Bears 
Oleariy Stated—They Wanted 
More Time. 


Arguments on the pleas of the respondent in 
the election contest of Mayor Harrison began 
in the County Court yesterday morning. Be- 
sides counsel for both sides a number of prom- 
ment members of the bar and a large crowd of 
spectators had assembled. Mr. A. W. Green 
began his argument for the opntestant and 
read the first of the four pleas of the respon- 
ent, when Mr. Story interrupted, claiming the 
right for counsel for the respondent to be 
heard in an opening, to be followed by the at- 
torney for the contestants, and the argument 
to be concluded vy the leading counsel for the 
defense. Mr. Green making no objection he 
was allowed to proceed. Mr. Story spoke at 
length on the first plea that the contestants 
had no legal standing in court because they 
nad no interest in the result of the election. 
The proceeding, he said, was in the nature of 
a quo-warranto inquiry, and this only the 
Attorney General or the State’s Attorney 
could legally institute. ing to the second 
plea, he claimed that City Council had 
no authority to divide the city into elecuon 
precincts, the County Board being the only 
body that could legally make such a division. 
The third plea was that the contest had not 
been begun within thirty days after the result 
of the election had been deciared and which 


constituted the limit allowed by the statute for 
contesting an election. The filling of the 


| amended bill amounted toa recommencoment 


of the suit, not merely a continuation. The 
court had at a previous stage refused to pro- 
ceed with the case unless Judge Smith was 
made a party of record to it. The making him 
a plaintif® plainly implied a recommencement 
of the suit. Neither Smith himselt nor the At- 
torney General nor the State's Attorney had 
objected to the occupation of the office of 
Mayor by the incumbent, but had acquiesced in 
his election and thereby waived all claims to 
the office. Mr. Story spoke for an hour and a 
half and was succeeded by Mr. Brandt. 

MR. BRANDT I8 HEARD-FROM., 

Mr. Branat claimed the contestants had 
started this litigation in direct opposition to 
the wishes of Smith, they bad stirred up use- 
less and harmtul litigation. Whether they 
stood in with Mr. Green for the fees he could 
not determine. Evenin bebaif of Mr. Smith, 
who was opposed to the suit, he pleaded that 
the proceeding be thrown out ot court. All 
parties concerned init were bothered by in- 
quiries. ** Myself and Mr. Smith are friends.“ 
said Lawyer Brandt. “I know, his wife and his 
child—the nicest little girl I ever saw.“ 


„Mr. Brandt,.“ the court said, I must re- 


quest you to go on to the second plea. 

„Mes, but I want to say a little more about 
the first plea. I want to say——"’ 

The second plea, if you please,“ the Judge 
interrupted. 

With regard to the illegal voting claimed to 
have taken piace, the circumstance that made 
the voting illegal was that the persons did not 
live in the precincts in which they voted. But 
the city bad not been legally divided into elec- 
tion precincts. Such a division covid be legally 
performed only by the County Board, and if 
the City Council bad made it the bill of the 
contestants did not state it. Consequently 
there had been no legal election precincts 
that could be made the basis. for ciaims of 
illegal voting. The City Council had no author- 
ity to divide the city into election precincts, 
because this authority bad not been specifically 
granted in the charter. 


A POINTED REJOINDER. 

In the afternoon seession Mr. Green replied 
to the arguments of the respondent in a speech 
of about ten miautes’ duration. The points in 
the first plea, he said, had both been passed 
upon by the court already and decided ad- 
versely to the respondent. The decision had 
then been that any elector might bring suit to 
contest the election, The tuird plea made an 
allegation in regard to the filing of the amended 
bill, which was in contradiction to the record, 
and, therefore, the statute of limitation did not 
apply. The point that only the Attorney-Gen- 
eral or State’s Attorney could have brought the 
suit Mr. Green declined to enter into, as it had 
also been passed upon by the court in deciding 
the demurrer. 


In regara to the second plea, the defendant 


admitted that the city. was divided at the elec- 
tion as claimed in the bill, but that the divis- 
ion was not made by the County Board, which 
alone had authority tomake it. But even if 
the County Board had coficiusive authority in 
the matter it had at the time of the election 
neglected to exercise it, and the City Council 
supplied this vital defect. In this case the 
piea would not benefit the defendant, as it 
might render the whole election illegal. If not 
illegal it was only slightly irregular, and this 
irregularity would not be fatal either to Har- 
rison orto Smith. In the case of towns lying 
wholly within the limits of a city, the Town- 
ship-Organization act expressly gives power to 


the City Council to divide the towns into elec- 


tion precincts and fix the polimg-places. Mr. 
Green quoted the statute in support of this 
statement. 

Judge Lyman Trumbull, in conclusion, said 
the statute gave the right to vote for city of- 
ficers to all who were entitled to vote for State 
officers. These were allowed to vote in the 
districts established by the County Board.

THE PERIHELION OF SATURN. 

Providence Journal, Sept. 20: October’s star- 
lit sky presents one prominent subject for op- 
servation and study. It is the perihelion of 
Saturn. This long expected epoch takes place 
the 2ist, at 7 o’clock in the morning. It is 
twenty-nine and a half years since the occur 
rence of a similar event, and during chat time 

Saturn has traveled more than 5,000,000,000 
miles, and now looks the sun in the 
face from a standpoint 100,000, 000 
miles nearer to the central orb 
tban when, fifteen years ago, de passed 
aphelion, or bis most distant point from the 
sun. Fortunately, at the same time, the earth 
approaches a point where ner small orb is al- 
most between the sun and Saturn, and profits 
largely by the proximity. The increased size

SECRETARY LAMAR’S ORDER. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 8.— Mr. Lamar’s 
order, which was issued yesterday, bas made a 
‘sensation among the lgwyers. This order 
practically puts an end to the business of a 
large number of ex-officiais who are doing busi- 
ness, not on their merits, but on the capital of 
special information acquired by them when in 
possession of the secrets of the Government. 
It is probable that Mr. Lamar’s order will be 


foliowed d simiiar ones in the variout depart- 
ments of the Government. Judge Lawrence, 
the tormer First Controlier of the Treasury, is 
very much put out by Mr. Lamar’s setion. He 
‘g one of the hardest hit by the new rule, and if 
a similar order were issuea in the Treasury 
Department his law business in Washington | 
would soon be atanend. It is understood that 
he proposes to test the legality of Mr. Lamar’s 
action by applying to the local courts for a 
writ of mandamus to compe! the Secretary to 
admit the disbarred attorneys to practice be 
fore the department. 

Mr. Lamar’s rule is based upon an act of 
Congress, and unless the courts hold that that 
act was unconstitutional the rule of the See- 
retary wiil have to stand.

JOHN CAMERON’S DEATH... 

LINCOLN MARTIN AND EDWARD SULLIVAN NOW 

ON TRIAL ON THE CHARGE OF HAVING 

CAUSED IT. | 

Lincoln Martin and Edward Sullivan were on 
trial yesterday in Judge Shepard’s court 
charged with the murder of John H. Cameron 
Feb. 13 last. The defendants are not over 25 
years old, and Cameron was 23 years and 10 
months old when he died. Cameron's head was 
cut and bruised in six places in the Court 
Saloon. North Clark street, during a hot- 
headed brawl about an alleged insult to two 
disreputable women who were drinking in the 
concert-room, and whose smiles and favor both 


Cameron's party and the Martin and Sullivan 


crowd attempted to win. Cameron was about 
to testify in the Mackin case against that 
„ Hne-worker, and it was alleged at the time 
of the killing that he was assaulted to prevent 
bim through physical disability from appear- 
ing in court. The jury was obtained at 2 p. 
m., and Dr. Blutbardt was the first witness 
called. He said the severest one of the wounds 


on Cameron's bead was not necessarily a fatal 


one, but it produced erysipeias, which was the 
cause of death. 

Max Bouchseim, who in partnership with J. 
D. Murphy kept the saloon in which Cameron 
was killed, said Murphy stopped the row when 
it first broke out. Soon witness saw a beer- 
giass thrown. Martin came out of the rear 
hall, cut on the head at the temple, and bieed- 
ing. Frank Connolly had his ear split in two, 
ana he was bloody. I saw Cameron stagger 
forward and fall, his head striking against a 
fluted upright post.“ 

Henry English saw Sullivan hit Cameron. 

W. C. Gunn, a colored porter, heard Martin 
say he'd do Cameron. 

Woodruff, a young machinist, heard Sullivan 
say the evening after the killing: 1 gave 
that — ot a Cameron all he wanted last 
night.“ b 

George A. Cameron, brother of the deceased, 
testified as to the ante-mortem statement, in 
which deceased saia Sullivan and Martin 
rushed upon him and struck his head against 
an iron post. 

Sullivan and Martin testified as to the par- 
ticulars of the fight. Martin acknowledged 
that he kicked Cameron, but claimed that he 
was knocked senseless by a beer-glass thrown 
by Cameron, and showed the scar of the wound 
on his head. He never cut Cameron's head, 
but saw him run against the post. 


THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 
A MORE HOPEFUL OUTLOOK FOR THE INSTI- 
TUTION.

Iutemper- 
ance is a crying evil,“ concluded he; let the

The next speaker was H. 8. Cragin. He 
spoke in a quasi-sc:entific way upon drunken- 
ness and dipsomania. In his opinion 
places of incarceration should be 
built for all drinkers. The first time a 
man got drunk be should be kept in close con- 
finement for one year; the second time five 
years; the third time ten years; and the fourth 
time he thought the man was so utterly irre- 
claimabie that be should be shut up for life,

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BOYCOTTING. 
FINAL SURRENDER OF A LANDLORD WHO 
DEFIED THE BOYCOTTERsS. 
© Letter from Ireland to Boston Commercial 
Bulletin: Let me relate an incident: An En- 
glishman of the name of Jones, a landlord in 
the northern part of the County of Cork, was 
boycotted in the spring of 1881. He raised a 
large number of cattle for the Engl ish market 
and cultivated some 300 acres of land under 
hisown personal supervision. His servants 
all left him when the boycotting edict went 
forth. He sent immediately to England for 
male and female servants. The males he 
provided with breechb-loading rifies, which 
they carried with them to work. Deter- 
mined and wealthy, he proposed to beat 
down boycotting at any price and to sbow the 
Irish landlords how to do it, as he bravely said 
in a letter to the London Times. By-and-by his 
cattle were fat—in prime condition to suit John 
some of his men, carrying 
rifles and escorted by police, drove them into 
Cork City to put them on shipboard for En- 
gland. In Cork additional police had to be 
summoned to belp drive the cattle through the 
crowded streets. No other aid could be pro- 
cured for love or money.“ e people of 
the rebel oity,“ as they proudly designated 
themselves before friend or foe, knew the cattie 
were boycotted. On arriving at the sheds the 
Cork Steam Packet Company's agent told Mr. 
Jones’ manager that he could not find room 
for the cattle on the steamer going out that day 
or the next, and in fact he could not say when 
he would have room. The truth, however, was 
nearly all the shippers from Cork had inter- 
viewed the agent two hours before and in- 
formed him if he carried Jones’ cattle they 
would send no more by his line. At the end of 
two weeks some of the poor, haif-starved an- 
imals were sent up to Dublin by railroad for 
a market, but the Dublin butchers would not 
touch them. Finally a few were smuggled 
across from Dublin to Liverpool while the 
others were sold surreptitiously for a song to 
persons outside of Dublin. Mr. Jones held 
out against the popular siege for about twelve 
months and finaliy surrended, following the 
example of the famous Capt. Boycott himself. 


LEICESTER. 


INFANT MORTALITY IN AN ENGLISH CITY. 
London Standard: As Leicester is probably 
the most unwholesome town in England, and 
the least scrupulous about savitary matters 
(as, it being the headquarters or the Anti-Vuc- 
cination League, can hardly be doubted), it is 
a very fitting place for the assembly of the San- 
itary Congress. It seems almost incredible, 
but there is no possibility of doubting the fig- 
ures which show that the mortality of infants 
under 5 years of age was, last year, more than 
500 per 1,000; that is, that. in Leicester, the 
chances are greater that a child dies before it 
is 5 than that it lives. Dr. Ransome, who 
quoted these shocking figures, truly described 
the mortality as fearful.“ He, too, had 
something to say about vaccination, and that 
was to show that compulsory vaccination in 
Germany had almost stamped out small-pox 
altogether, for since the year 1874 no death 
from this terrible disease bas occurred in the 
Prussian army. It need hardy be said that on 
was 
unanimous. Among other proofs cited of its 
marvelous efficacy was the statement of Dr. 
Cameron, that Ireland was one of the best vac- 
cinated countries, and that there “ they bad 
practically no small-pox; while typhus fever 
had not been by the improved sanitary 
arrangements. It bappens that the Town of 
Leicestér hasjbad extraordinarily good luck with 
regard to smallpox; but it is purely by luck, 
and not by judgment, that the plague has been 
evaded, and there can be no sort of doubt that 
when smallpox does get à hold on Leicester— 
as it almost certainly will sooner or later— 
the result will be appalling. If, bowever, more 
than fifty out of every 100 children die before 
they are 5 years old. there are fewer to die of 
disease in later youth and maturity.

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THE UNITED STATES SENATE. 


ELOQUENT ADDRESS OF SENATOR EDMUNDS 
BEFORE THE VERMONT LEGISLATORS. 

The’ reunion in Montpelier of the survivors 
of those who have composed the Legisiature of 
Vermont daring the last half century was 
ended by a banquet Thursday evening, Oct. 8, 
at which Senator Edmunds responded as fol- 
lows to the toast, The United States Senators 
of Vermont: 

Mn. PrResipent, LADIES, AND GENTLEMEN: 
Until I came bere this evening I supposed 1 
was to speak in response to a toast addressed 
to the Senators of the United States, and not 
simply to the Senators from Vermont; so in the 
short time at my disposal I bad been exerting 
myself to frame afew observations upon the 
relations of the Senate of the United States to 
the people of the several States, and particu- 
larily to the people of the smaller States, and 
as itis not amiss to the toast which has just 
been read I shall say something upon that 
topic. In the first place I wish to remind all 
this great company, all the great gentiemen 
and ladies, who are as much the rulers of this 
world as the men—far more so, I may say, as 
they ought to be—that itis a matter of the 
grestest possible importance for every citizen 
of every one of the thirty-eight States of this 
Union to remember that the foundation, the 
sheet anchor, as John Adams called it, of the 
unity, and freedom, and progress of this Repub- 
lic is in the nature of the organization of the 
Senate of the United States, and the naturs of 
that organization, asall of you know, is pre- 
cisely the same in its intrinsic character as the 
nature of the organization of ourown Vermont 
House of Representatives, in which every 
town, great or small, has an equality of repre- 

ntation. The representation in the United 


>t sat xe _tadividual . 
entity, the individual independence, the indi- 
‘vidual equality of the State, whether it con- 
tains. many inhabitants or few, 


er it contains many thousands or 
miles of territory or only a fes, whether it 
contains ambitious men or men of the plainest 
ana most unobtrusive kind, whether it contains 


men whoearn their living by the sweat of 


their brow tilling their farms or working in 
their shops, or whether it be built up of great 
mstitutions, great corporations, and gigantic 
monopolies. Whatever may be its circum- 
stances, in the Senate of the United States each 
stands like the towns of Vermont in her House 
of Representatives, in ts individuality as a 
State, the absolute equal of the rest. 

We may imagine very edsily in a moment's 
reflection what would have been the condition 
of this country at this moment had the Senate 
of the United States been constituted on a dif- 
ferent principle; if the size and populations of 
the several States had been the test of repre- 
sentation in the Senate of the United States. I 
think it is not too much to sayin sober- 
minded truth that this Repwblic would 
not have endured unt now. Many 
and many bave been the times when 
if the right of the Senators of each State to 
resist and defeat the current of popular pas- 
sion and prejudice which arises sometimes in 
the action of the popular body, the House of 
Representatives, had failed to exert itself, as it 
would have failed if the Senate had been con- 
stituted as the National House of Representa- 
tives, discord and revolution would almost cer- 
tainly have caused the dismemberment of this 
Union. 1 am sorry to say that there are some 
people in the United States, thinking citizens 
of the great States, who in recent years have 
said that the time was beginning to draw near 
when the composition of the Senate must be 
changed and the States must be represented 
according to their population, but I have con- 
fidence that this will never be done.

But this is not the time to discuss subjects of 
this importance. I have felt ever since I came 
here prouder and prouder of my native State, 
as I have once more renewed the acquaintances 
of my earliest public life and met my tfellow- 
members of Legisiatures which existed more 
than a fourth of a century ago. This reunion 
has been a spectacie which I would be giad to 
have all the Senators of the United States, of 
whatever political party, see, and I can safely 
say they would all be glad to be here and wit- 
ness this scene, except just at this present mo- 
ment when I am addressing you. |Laughter 
and applause. ] 

The things that touch us must as we look over 
the years that come and the years that go are 
personal recoilections which cluster round the 
men who have gone before us. In the time that 
I have been in the Senate I have seen every 
member from the other thirty-seven Siates 
of this Union come into the Senate and 
go out of it. The great men of the 
States of this country have marched 
upon the stage of their great duties in pro- 
cession and disappeared. There is only one 
Senator who was a member when I entered the 
Senate in 1866, and he has not been a continu- 
ous member—Mr. Sherman. All the rest have 
gone, new men have taken their places with 
equal powers, equal splendor of intellect, 
equal patriotism, of ali parties and creeds. One 
cannot in such a case help feeling that he stands 
almost alone in the years that go by so fast. 
There bave been in the Senate within my 
recollection many men who would have 
adorarzjed any station, however great, if there 
can be greater than that of Senator of the 
United States. There have been men of op- 
posit political views, of different religious 
creeds, of opposit views of social conditions 
and progress—in short, differing from each 
other in every possible way as far as opinions 
go. And yet there have always been the great- 
est personal harmony ana good will between 
the members of that body. We have always 
been friends. They were, as a rule, almost 
universally kind and courteous, even in the 
beat of debate. So from year to year, as time 
spins on, and great events bave come and had 
their day, there bas been continuously present 
aconcord of difference, if I may use such a 
—— on which tolerance of opinion, I be- 
lieve, rests the safety of the Government. [Ap- 


plause. 
There is one thing more which I wish to say, 


although it is out of the line of a festive ad- 


dress. It is in regard to the value, the codrdi- 
nate vaiue, to the progress of Government of 
thie arrangement of the Senate of the United 
States. It is different, greatly different, from

I have recently come, Great Britain, there is a 
Senate, known as the House of Lords, which 
theoretically possesses almost the same powers 
in many respects as our Senate, but its mem- 
bersbip is hereditary. Its membership is a 
family property, with some exgeptions, which 
it is not necessary to enumerate here, and 
what bas been the result? In the 
course of time this body, composed of an aris- 
tocracy instead of based on the choice of the 
people, as ours, lost the power of practical au- 
thority which it originally possessed, and no 
longer acts as areal check on the actions of 
the House of Commons. While I was in En- 
gland, a gentleman, a member of the House of 
Lords, in a conversation asked me if it was 
possible that our Senate dared reject bills 
which had been passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives concerning important measures. He 
said the House of Lords did not often venture 
to take any such stand at the present day; that 
rarely in recent years had the House of Lords 
undertaken to finally stop the. passage of a bill 
which the Commons approved and which in- 
voived any weighty principle. In consequence 
of this condition of things, the question had 
arisen and was. now 
cussed in England whether it would 
not be. better to reconstitute the House 
of Lords and form it on a basis like the 


‘composition of our Senate. Applause. ! I 


think that we who are the cousigs, not the de- 
ecendants of the present British people, may 
rejoice that after the lapse of less than a 
century of the great American experiment of 
self-government, an importantfeature of our 
scheme of Government has prored itself to be 
so valuable that itis likely at go distant day 
to be adopted by the empire from which we 
separated in order to found ou? own. | Loud

DRINKING IN WASHINGTON. 


A GOOD DEAL OF IT DONE—SBECTIONAL PE- 
CULIARITIES IN POTATIONS. 

Cleveland Leader: It is said that drinking is 
decreasing in Washington. I do not believe 
this to be so. Fewer people drink at the sa- 
loons, perhaps. But it has come to be that 
every public man has bis cellars stocked with 
wines and brandies, and liquors are sold by the 
quantity instead of by the glass. All of the 
grocery stores at Washington keep large stocks 
of liquors, from extra dry champagne down 
to a very cheap article of whisky, and you will 
find wine stores in nearly every block. In no 
city of the United States, except, perhaps, 
New Orleans, is there so much wine 
drank in proportion to the popula- 
tion. Many families never sit down to a 
meal without baving wine on the table, and at 
a Washington hotel where public men stop it 
is the rule to take a bottle of wine with your 
dinner. Within the last few years punch has 
become very popular at Washington, and you 
will now find a big punch-bowl at almost every 
fasbionable gathering. It is quite an art to 
make a fine Washington punch, and it takes 
very littie of the regular article to cause the 
knees to quiver and the head to swim. One 
recipe contains the ingredients—whisky, rum, 
claret, champagne, sugar, and lemons. A lit- 
tle water added to this, and you have a drink 
that will put an old toper under the table after 
half of his usual allowance. Still, this stuff is 
given to young men and maidens. 

There is a good deal of difference in the Unit- 
ed States asto drinking. Mentrom the North 
and East and from California drink wine, while 
those from the West and South take whisky or 
beer. Kentuckians usually take whisky 
straight, and Wisconsins are fond of their own 
Milwaukee lager. Senators Frye and Blair are 
said to be the onty Senato:s who are teetotalers. 
Attorney-General Garland likes a good articie 
of bourbon. President Cieveland drinks beer 
sometimes. The Speaker is a good judge of 
liquors, and he often takes a bottle of wine 
with bis lunch. 

There was a Congressman named Jaawin in 
the Forty-seventh Congress who never sat 
down to a meal without having a teacup of hot 
water placed before him. He seasoned it with 
cream and sugar and drank it as other people 
do coffee. Congressman Hatch of Missouri is 
also a hot-water drinker, and Breckenridge of 
Arkansas takes it with every meal. These hot- 
water drinkers advocate the practice as a cure 
for dyspepsia and indigestion, and they say 
they become as fond of the drink as of tea, 
coffee, or whisky. 7

London Times: After some discussion Mr. 
Vaughan admitted a portion of the statement, 
whioh Mr. Stead read: 

Jarrett consented most reluctantly, and 
under moral pressure of the most imperious 
kind, to resume for once the old role of pro- 
curess, which she had often piayed before in 
grim earnest, but was confronted by a great 
difficulty. This kind of thing, she said—and in 
this she was perfectly right—couid not be done 


inaburry. An established procuress has al- 


ways a certain number of girls in training. 
Any one coming into the business would find 
it dificult to lay her banas at once upon what 
she wanted. Jarrett had been out of the busi- 
ness for more than six months. She was re- 
luctant to go back among her old friends. 
Some of them knew of her change of life, and 
if they saw her once more looking out for girls 
they would attribute her conversion to hypoo- 
risy, and all hope of doing them good in the 
future would disappear. She was also most re- 
luctant to criminate her old companions. It 
was only when two or three attempts to effect 
a sale in the east of London had met with non- 


success that she informed me with much re- 


gret that, if the thing had to be done against 
time, she would have to go back to Maryle- 
bone, and buy from those who knew she had 
been in the business before. 

To me it was a matter of indifference where 
she went so long as she effected a bona fide 
purchase of achild over 13 for immoral pur- 
poses. I promised her that I would not men- 
tion the flames of the persons who sold the 
child. My object was not to punish individ- 
uals, but to verify the existence of a system, 
to demonstrate the facility with which giris 
could be procured for a life of shame, to 
prove that the worst outrage might be perpe- 
trated with impunity in London, and to show 
the ease with which the victim might be made 
to disappear on the Continent without the po- 
lice or the public having the slightest clew 
to where she could be found. Compared with 
such an object, tne mere identificadon of par- 
ticular individuals concerned me nothing; the 
system was a triviality. Besides, I was not 
an informer; I was an investigator, my ob- 
ject being to expose the dauger threatening 
our giris, not to punish the individuals whose 
crimes unwittingly facilitated the work of ex- 
posure. 

TWENTY-FIVE DOLLARS FOR A CHILD. 

The evening of the Tuesday before Derby- 
day Mrs. Jarrett informed me that she had seen 
an old friend who did not know of her change of 
life. She told me that this woman would get 
her a child the next day and that the price 
would be £5. I had supplied her with ali the 
money for expenses. Like all the others who 
helped us, she was supposed to work for the 
sake of the cause, not for the sake of gain. 
None of the members of the Secret Commis- 
sion were paid. 1 gave her £5 for. the pur- 
Chase of the child, and told her that she 
had to be very careful that the 
ents or guardians of the child were fully 
aware why the child was wanted, and that 
she bad on no account to bring me any girl 
who was not procured by a bad woman with 
the consent of her parent or guardian for im- 
moral purposes. This, she assured me, was 
fully understood by the woman to whom she 
had applied forachiid. She told me that she 
had told the woman that she was keeping a 
gay house, that she wag living with a commer- 
cial traveler, and that she wanted a child—a 


friend in her honesty that no objection was 
made to the certificate being sought from our 


doctor instead of her own. The latter, ase 
said, was the usual course in such transactions, 
except where the buyers and sellers were old 
friends. 

Now, in order to explain what was subse- 
quently done, I must briefly state what it was 
that I wished to prove. It was asserted ana 
denied that innocent children could be pro- 
cured for immoral purposes, with the consent 
of their mothers. [Mr. Stead then referred to 
certain assertions and denials relating 49 what 
transpired with young girls.| It was asserted 
and denied that a young girl would be admit- 
ted to premiees for immoral purposes, and that 
she would supply her customers with drink 
without a license. And, lastly, it was asserted 
and denied that girls of 18 could be taken cut 
of the country, placed abroad in places where 
all trace of them could be lost, and where all 
the efforts of the police failed to find them. I 
wanted to set all these questions at rest once 
for all before committing myself to any state- 
ment on the subject. 

Mr. Vaughan objected to what followed, and 
Mr. Stead resumed as follows: : 

“WANTED CAST-IRON FACTS. 

But I wanted what Mr. Labouchére called 
* cast-iron facts, which would enable me to 
speak of my own knowledge of the business. 
At the same time I wanted to save the inno- 
cent medium of the experimental demonstra- 
tion from any contaminating suspicion of the 
purpose for which she was procured. This was 
to me a sine qua non. It was atask of no 
ordinary difficulty. The child had to be given 
to understand that she was engaged for a situ- 
ation, at the same time that her mother and 
the procuress were to be made to believe beyond 
doubt that she was being sold for immoral 
purposes. If the girl bad any suspicion that 
she was wanted for immoral purposes, and bad 
still consented to have come with Jarrett, it 
would have eated a presumption that she 
wus not innocent. But, at the same time, it 
was indispensable that the procuress and the 
mother should be given to understand by Jar- 
rett that the child was wanted for immoral pur- 


poses. 

The evening of the Derby I went by appoint- 
mont to Albany street and had tea with Eliza 
Armstrong and Mrs. Jarrett. The conversa- 
tion was general, concerning her schooling, ber 
teachers, ber excursions into the country, and 
I need hardly say that I was most careful to 
say nothmg that could in any way lead the 
child to suspect that she had not been solely 
engaged for the situation into which I bad in- 
tended to place her. After she had left the 
room, Mrs. Jarrett told we bow she had got the 
girl. She said she had paid £2 to the procuress 
and £1 to the mother. Two pounds more was 
to be sent to the former if the child was all 
right—that is to say, if she was found to be 
pure. If she was not pure she had to be re- 
turned as she went—that is to say, without be- 
ing tampered with, and no more mouey was to 
be paid. I asked her if she was quite sure the 
mother consented, kn owimg why ber daughter 
was wanted. Quite sure, she replied, ‘*‘ and 
to make it still more certain I sent the child 
back to bid her good-by when I had dressed her 
in her new clothes, so that even then if she re- 
pented she could have stopped the child; but 
she had gone out drinking with the money I 
had given her, and did not even bid her daugh- 
ter good-by.” Jarrett told me distinctly that 
sbe had told the mother why ber daughter was 
wanted, and that she must be pure. The 
mother was quite willing that sbe should go. 
It was upon this repeated and emphatic aa 
surance of Jarrett’s that I took the steps 
which brought me here. I had only known 
Jarrett about a week, but she came to me with 
an emphatic testimonial as to ber trustworthi- 
iness from the one lady in all England upon 
whose opinion concerning such women I 
should be inclined to rely. Mrs. Butler, from 
a close intimacy extending over some months, 
toid me that I could implieitl trust Jarrett. 
Having thus, through a trusty agent, bought 
Eliza Armstrong, 1 determined to make ber 
the unconscious instrument of checking suvct 
sales in the future. First of all, there was the 
midwife. I was increduious that in the midst 
of our city such a creature could exist. To 
prove that fact no method was so simpie as to 
test her with a sample case. 

Mr. Stead then explained how he sent Mr. 
Jaeques as his courier to offer explanation to 
the midwife, and detailed the circumstances 
under which the examination of the girl was 
effected. Mr. Stead here produced an empty 
bottie marked “chloroform,” for which be 
stated he had paid tne woman 30 shillings, the 
cost of which at any chemist's would be one 
shilling.

was a mere Vision of the night. No hand was 
laid upon ber to do her harm. Had she been 
my own daughter I could not bave been more 
careful to shield her from the very suspicion 
of evil. Itried, with the assistance of Mr. 
Stansfeld, to introduce a clause into the Crim- 
inal Law Amendment bili, making it penal to 
take any woman or girl to a brothel without 
telling her what it was. Mr. Stead said the 
amendment was not passed, and continued: 
WHY HE SENT HER TO PARIS. 

Next morning I sent her to Paris. I had two 
reasons for doing this. First, I wished to show 
the ease with which a girl who had been ruined 
might be made to disappear abroad without 
any clew being afforded of her removal; and, 
secondly, I wished to place her as far as possi- 
ble from the influence of a drunken mother, 
who bad sold her childtoshame. Whether I 
was right or wrong in believing the report 
which Kebecca Jarrett prought me concerning 
the negotiations by which the child came into 
her possession is a point on which opinions may 
differ. There can, however, be no question as 
to the sincerity with which I accepted the re- 
port of my agent. I believed that I had in my 
possession the innocent daughter whom an un- 
scrupulous neighbor and adrunken mother had 
sold for purposes of vice; and it for one mo- 
ment your Worship could piace yourself in im- 
agination in possession of such an article you 
will be able to appreciate the difficulty of my 
position. If I had piaced herin a situation near 
at hand the mother might find her out, and the 
chiid might return to be sold asecond time, and 
that to a customer who would really outrage 
the giri whom I hoped to save. - 

Thanks largely to the story of Lily, Mr. La- 
bouchére was successful in introducing a 
clause into the Criminal Law Amendment act 
which expressly sanctions the removal of girls 
from the care of parents who assent to their 

seduction or prostitution; but last June that 
clause was as yet undrafted, and if the girl 
was to be kept out or harm's way it could only 
be effected by. ing her in a situation at a 
great distance from London. According to the 
witnesses for the prosecution there was no 
stipulation whatever as to place attached to 
the terms of service. Biiza Armstrong was to 
travel about, and the range of her traveis was 
left absolutely undefined. Even upon che testi- 
mony of these witnesses, therefore, it does not 
appear to me that there was anything contrary 
to the alleged understanding as to the situa- 
tion in sending her to a situation first in Paris 
and afterward in the south of France, Mrs. 
Broughton, indeed, in reply to a question of 
mine expressly admitting that as she was going 
to live with a commercial traveler she was free 
to travel with him where he pleased—to Dub- 
lin, Edinburg, or Paris. In order to secure that 
the girl should be well-placed in good hands ata 
distance from home, I applied to Mr. Bram- 
well Booth to belp me in this matter. Mr. 
Bramwell Booth responded to my request with 
the readiness which the chiefs of the Salvation 
Army have ever shown when an opportunity 
was offered them of doing anything, however 
slight, to seek and save the fallen and the lost 
I assured Mr. Booth the obi 


took to pay all expenses, including the chud's 
wages, while she was being trained to house- 
hold work in the situation which was to be 
found fer her in France, if he, on the other 
hand, would see both that she was weil done 
to, carefully trained, and brought up ina 
Christian home. He consented, believing my 
statement to be correct, and that the mother 
had actually sold ber child for vice.

From 
that point all direct responsibility for Eliza 
Armstrong on my part ceased. 


STAMPS OF QUAINT DESIGNS. 


THE PRACTICES OF CLOSING LETTERS WITH 
SEALING-WAX REVIVING. i 

“The revived practice of closing letters with 
sealing-wax, stamped with a quaint design, 
started in New York, and has spread from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific,“ says a New York sta- 
tioner. “Fanciful designs are invented by 
manufacturing jewelers to suit whimsical 
tastes. The fashion for diamonds is waning, 
and the manufacturers have seized the oppor- 
tunity to return to seal rings. Intaglios are 
worn by both women and men. In the stone 
is cut the family crest, with a motto, if one is 
to be had or can be invented. Frequently a 
young lady has her initials in her handwriting 
cutin the surface, not ina monogram, but as 
written. Men wear watch charms of gold in 
various shapes, which on touching a spring 
disclose a stone seal ready for stamping the 
softened wax. 

Desk seals are used of less expensive mate- 
rials, but of fantastic shapes. Paper knives ot 
silver, brass, copper, or nickel, finished with a 
seal at the end of the handle, are in demand. 
Fantastic paper-weights of metal are also fitted 
with seals. Here is one in the shape of a pig, 
with the seal on the end of bis nose. Another 
is a chicken with the seal on its foot. Whena 
crest or a monogram is not desired for a seal 
a flower, usually a daisy, a forget-me-not, or a 
rose, is used. 

The art of sealing a letter properly has to 
be learned. The letter should be laid face 
downward on the writing-desk and a candle or 
lamp at tne right hand. The wax should be 
held above the flame, but not near enough to 
burn it. Burned wax makes the seal brittle 
and streaks it with black lines. It should 
soften gradually above the flame until it is 
about to drip, then it should be placed -square- 
ly on the spot to be sealed ana rubbed with a 
circular movement. When the wax bas become 
cool the stick can be taken away. To stamp it, 
warm the wax slightly by holding it near, but 
not over, the flame until it softens, and then ap- 
ply the seal with a firm touch. The latest no- 
tion is to use perfumed wax.

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An Important Decision by Judge 


Blodgett—A Suit Over 
a Hat. 


—_—" 


The Ownership of Hill's Digest in Ques- 
tion—An Alleged Squatter Ob- 
jects to Being Sued. 


A legal question of some importance was decided 
yesterday morning by Judge Blodgett in the case 
of Samuel Thral vs. Philip Larman and others, 
which was a bill filed to set aside a redemption 
made in the interest of Mrs. Larman. In Febru- 
ary, 1876, Ivan Bauwens recovered a judgment 


against Pailip Larman for $680, and an execution 
was levied on the property in the present suit, 
which was subject to a mortgage then in process 
of foreciosure. The equity was sold to Bauwens 
in 1883 for $975. In February, 1878, G. C. Morton 
recovered a judament for $6,600 against Larman, 
under which execution was issued and levied on 
the lots in controversy. Before this and in May, 
1884, Larman had confessed judgment for $8,600 in 
favor of J. 8. McClure, who was a trustee for Mrs. 
Larman. Under this judgment a redemption was 
effected from the Bauwens sale. Thral, as owner of 
the Morton judgment, then filed a bill to set aside 


\ this redemption of McCiure because the judgment 
| was not a bona fide one. The consideration for 


the McClure judgment was founded on a deficiency 
decree of 1878 for $6,000, which was recovered against 
Larman. No exception was @ver issued on the de- 
cree, and soon after Larman went into bankruptcy 
and scheduled this decree, so that it was wiped 
out by his discharge. Mrs. Larman bought the de- 
cree in April, 1884, from the Franklin Savings Bank 
for $54. Immediately after this purchase Larman 
confessed judgment as above stated. The Judge 
held that the mora! obligation on Larman’s part to 
pay the deficiency decree, although discharged in 
bankruptcy, was sufficient to support the McClure 
judgment, and the bill would have to be dismissed. 


A QUESTION OF NEGLIGENCE. 


In the case of Schlegelmilch against the propel- 
ler City of Fremont, decided yesterday morning by 
Judge Blodgett, a point of some interest as to lia- 
bility for negligence was raised. This was a libel 
to recover damages caused by the breaking of a 
railing on the propeller. The arches of tne vessel 
e from the hurricane to the main deck are protected 
by hand-rails to prevent passengers going from 
one deck to another: from falling overboard. 
Schlegelmiich was an employé on the boat engaged 
for the purpose of unloading the cargo of chairs. 
He had been told that the railing was not very 
strong, but in handing down some of the chairs he 
leaned heavily on the railing. It guve way and he 
was precipitated into the water, injuring himseif 
severely. The Judge held that the evidence showed 
the handrail was not intended except for the use 
of passengers and the owners of the vessel were 
not bound to see that it was strong encugh for a 
use for which it was never designed. Besides, the 
libellant had been expressly warned not to leap on 
it. Sothat the acoident was the result of his own 
fault. The libei therefore would have to be dis- 
missed. 

ALL ABOUT A HAT. 

An amusing case is on trial before Judge Collins, 
which arises about a simple mistake over a hat. 
Some months ago Joseph L. Langley stepped into 
Col. Wilson’s restaurant at noon to get nis usual 
oyster stew, and went first into the wash-room. 
As he came back he took up what he supposed 
was his hat, but after his lunch he discovered he 
had taken the wrong tile. He mentioned the fact 
to the proprietor, left his card, and went away. 
Soon after a Mr. Alexander W. Cook, who wus 
dining in the restaurant, discovered that his 
hat was missing. He naturally mentioned the 
fact to Col. Wilson and was informed of Langley’s 
mistake. He sent around to the latter’s office, bat 
Langley was notin, and, after a second messenger 
was sent, Cook jumped to the canclusion that Langley 
was trying to cheat him and had him arrested. He, 
however, failed to prosecute, and, Langley then 
took his turn to get mad and sued for $10,000 dam- 
ages f ulleged malicious prosecution. Cook is 
employed in the City Engineer’s office.

Austin & report was filed yester- 
day before Judge Gurduer by S. M. Dunning, the 
special receiver. The latter reports that in accord- 
ance with an order of court he bas delivered the 
electrotype plates of the first four volumes of 
Hill's Hliuois Digest to the complainants, they 
having bid $1,550 for them, and that being the 
highest bid, after deducting $76 for expenses and 
$150 receiver’s fees, there remains $1,213 to be 
credited on complainant's judgment. The Albany 
law Arm printed the tirst four volumes of ihe Di- 
gest, but claimed they had not been paid, and be- 
gan suits for damages, under which they recovered 
verdicts for about $5,000. They then filed. a 
bill for the appointment ofa receiver, etc., under 
which they got possession of the electrotype 
plates of the firat four volumes of the work and 
sold them. They are nowtrying to get possession 
of the fifth voiume, which is just out, but the title 
to which appears to be in Hill’s wife. 


AN. ALLEGED SQUATTER PROTESTS AGAINST 
BEING SUED, 

A lengthy cross-bill was filed yesterday in the 
Chancery case of L. J. MeCormick and others 
against Patrick Fiaherty, in which he tells the 
trouble he has had in keeping possession of his 
property. In 1882 a bill was filed. against him and 
others asking for a decree of partition of a. large 
tract of land just west of Western avenue and 
north of Thirty-ninth street, formerly owned by 
Samuel J. Walker, and it was claimed that Fiaberty 
was u squutter On thirteen acres of the tract, and 
should be compelled to surrender possession. A 
decree was obtained against him, from which 
he appealed and obtained a re- 
versal in t the Supreme Court, and 
the case was Temanded and is now pending in the 
court below. “Prior to this and in 1877 the McCor- 
micks began an ejectment suit against Flaherty, 
but took a nonsuit.. Then a forcible entry and de- 
tainer suit was commenced against him in 1878 
which has been tried several times, sometimes re- 
sulting in a verdict in his favor, sometimes in fa- 
vor of his opponents. In October, 1883, another 
ejectment suit was commenced against him and a 
summons issued but never served. An alias and 
second alias and piuries and second pluries sum- 
mons were also issued but never served, and in 
this way the suit has been carried along two years, 
and yet no service of process has ever 
been made. Flaherty charges that he has 
been in possession of the land since 1856, 
over twenty years, under claim of title; that 
the present suits against him were begun after the 
‘expiration of the twenty years, and are vexatious 
in their character, as under the law they are barred 
by the statute of limitation. Hesays he has been 
put to great expense in defending his title and asks 
to have the suit dismissed for want of equity.
